Mr. L0VEVAN stated that in August of 1948 while he was on 
vacation at Pike, Vermont, he took a motor trip upon his return to New 
York City via the Cannon Mountain Trail. He stated that while on this 
trip, he stopped at St. Johnsberry, Vermont, or Littleton, New Hampshire, 
for gasoline. He stated that while he was obtaining his gasoline, the 
attendant voluntarily commented upon statements being made by ALGER HISS 
at that time during his appearance before the House on Un-American 
Activities Committee in Washington, D.C. concerning HISS’ denial of making 
a trip to Vermont, with CHAMBERS. Mr. I GW AN said that this attendant 
whose identity he" cannot recall, advised that he had seen both HISS and 
CHAMBERS in that area on many occasions. "Vr. IGV-HMAN was not able to 
amplify these observations any further. 



In questioning. Mr. LOVEHAH concerning the '.location of the above 
filling station, he stated that he was nbt sure whether or not he stopped 
in St. Johnsberry, Vermont, or Littleton, *>ew Hampshire, but pointed out 
that both are very closely situated to each other. MiH-^^v^ftr-stated he 
is more inclined to believe he stopped at St. Johnsberry and pointed out 
that he obtained the impression from this unidentified filling station 
attendant t it was a matter of ufineral knowledge in that area that 
ALGER HJSSy&nd WITT AKER CHAii'El^were seen together. Mr. 1 OVEN AIT was 
questioned in great detail concerning the type of gasoline he usually 
purchased while on a trip and he stated that he generally purchases gasoline 
of the Esso, Sunoco, or Texaco. He was unable to give a physical description 
of the filling station as to its physical surroundings or general location. 

He described the attendarifcnas being stocky, middle-aged, and gave the 
impression df being a /"typical .New England gas station attendant,”

3(f miles from hike, Vermont, where he was staying and estimated that 
St 1 * Johnsberry may have been 75 miles frour i'etersboro, Vermont, where 
CHAMBERS stated he went with ALGER HISSijT Mr. JOVEMAH admitted it was 
entirely possible that the impression intended by the filling 'station 
attendant was that ALGER HISS’ may have been known to inhabit that area, 
St. Johnsberry, but said tiyft, he f was under the impression that he was 
referring to both CHAM BERXand IIISS when he made the above stated

It was pointed out by **r. JOVE? A?. 1 that the reason he brought 
this to the attention of the New York Office was that he noted in the 
newspaper accounts last week of ALGER HISS’ testimony, that he had 
categorically denied being in Vermont with CHAMBERS, at which time he 
stated, this conversation with the filling station attendant was recalled 
by him.

In response to a previous call from Mr. H. B. Fletcher to* A3A6— — 
Whelan this afternoon, - the writer called Mr. Fletcher and advised him that 
upon termination of the cross examination of HISS)? 1 ) defense attorney STRYKER 
made two motions t He requested the court to dirdet the government to turn 
over to the defense the Grand Jury testimony for all the days on which HISS 
testified and on which he was cross examined by Murphy, and during which 
cross examination Murphy referred to and read parts of HISS's Grand Jury 
testimony. I explained to Mr. Fletcher that, during the cross examination 
of HISS, Murphy, to point up HISS's inconsistent statements, had read 
numerous questions and answers of the testimony of HISS taken on the 
occasion of his appearances before the House Committee and on his several 
appearances before the Grand Jury. The judge ruled that the government 
should turn over the complete day's testimony- as requested by STRYKER. The 
judge ruled that since Murphy had questioned HISS and had read from part of 
his testimony on a certain day, the defense was entitled to read all the 
Grand Jury testimony of HISS on that day. The days involved were March l6j 
December 7, 10, 13, 14, 15, 1948. 

STRYKER also made a motion requesting that Murphy turn over to 
the defense all copies of any FBI reports which Murphy had utilized in his 
cross examination of HISS. An ensuiirg'argument develqped that Murphy had 
utilized only one FBI report, namely a memorandum ‘dated at the Bureau March 
25, 1946, which set forth HISS's interview with Assistant Director D. M. 

Ladd. Murphy objected strenuously to turning over this report and pointed 
out that he had questioned HISS on notes made by him which were taken from 
his reading of the FBI report. He pointed out to the judge emphatically 
and forcefully what his position in the matter was and that he had no 
appeal from his ruling and he asked the judge to reconsider the matter. 

Without specifically mentioning the citation of the Attorney General's 
rule relative to turning over FBI reports, it was apparent that Murphy 
was referring to the departmental policy and it was apparent that the judge 
was aware of the grounds on which he was objecting to turning over the FBI 
report. 

Mr. Fletcher inquired as to whether the report had actually, as 
of this moment, been turned over to the defense, and I advised him that cpui 
wf^S in a ‘13 minute recess but that I would check and call him. hack.. S utRe-. 
quently I advised him that upon court reconvening, the povernm ept t urne fe 
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ov|r all the Grand Jury testimony and the FBI report as directed, and th^t 
Murphy had offered all these matters into evidence. STRYKER objected most 
strenuously and the Judge withheld his opinion until tomorrow morning as 

to whether these documents wculd be accepted.

At 1:25 pm today, Mr. H. B. Fletcher of the Bureau cal jL-ed -to -ad vise—; 
that a Congressman had called the Bureau to state that HENRY JULlAft W.£I5 j 
knows more than he has told relative to HISS’s activities} that WADLEIGH 
has been surprised that HISS did not come out with more information on the 
stand. Mr. Fletcher wanted to know whether WADLEIOH was under subpoena or 
if there was any reason why the Bureau should not interview him. I checked 
with Mr. T. J. Donegan who advised there is no reason why we should not 
interview WADLEIGH. I so advised Mr. Fletcher. 



At 2:50 pm, Mr. Fletcher called back to advice that WADLEIGH is 
still in New York, insofar as the Bureau can determine, staying at the George 
Mason Hotel in Brooklyn, under the name of Mr., WALS10of the "New York Post". 
He requested that we interview WADLEIGH. <*e can pdint out that WADLEIGH 
has been reading the papers and following the trial regarding the testimony 
of HISS and others, and we wanted to know whether he had any suggestions 
concerning information that HISS might have in his possession and that may 
be used by the Government, and we should ask him whether he has any other 
information which would be helpful to the government.

Reference is made to the telephone reque<£t of Mr, H, V. FLETCHER 
of the Bureau to interview HENRY JULIAN WADLSIGHt<conceraing information which 
he might have- relative to HISS, which he has not made available to the Bureau, 



On June 2d, 1949, WAfLEIGH was interviewed by the writer and SA 
JAMES R, SKINNERS at tho Hotel Prince George, where he is staying under the 
name of JULIAN WALSH'/fu the "New York Post '• At the outset of the interview, 
WADLEIGH advised that he was presently writing his autobiography concerning 
his association with WHITTAKER CHAMESRS-'&nd his Communist activities. He 
stated that ha is receiving the sun of $600.00 for his material from the 
"Hew York Po/t" and is presently submitting the information as completed to 
Mr. WEXLER^the editor. He advised that his autobiograph,’/ ia to be published 
in the fom of several articles by the "New York Post" at the completion of 
the HISS trial. He 'believed the newspaper anticipated running its first 
article on Monday next. He stated that after completing his testimony at the 
HISS trial, he was interviewed , by MAltCQLri LOGAN ^reporter for the "Hew York 
Post," who is covering the HISS trial* As a result of this interview, 
arrangements were made for WADLEIGHTto write a complete story for the "Hew 
York Post," WADLEIGH stated that it is 'his intention to submit the completed 
writing of his life to the 3uri»cu for its examination prior to its being 
published. 



Concerning any further information y/Wxch WAELEIC-K might have in his 
possession relative to himself or ALGER HlSSj^/he stated that, he has submitted 
all details concerning himself and his activities with relation to CHAMBERS. 
He advised that he had no further information which would be of assistance to 
the Government concerning ALGER HISS. It was pointed out to WADLEIGH that 
the interviewing Agents were interested in obtaining any information which he 
might have neglected to give to the Bureau or any information which he now 
recalls as a result of hie following the HISS trial which had not come to 
mind during previous interviews by Bureau Agents. 
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WADLilGH did recall that at ‘the time he was in New York during 
April last to see AUSA MURPHY, he had received a long-distance telephone 
call from Mr. SHAPIRO ^attorney* for ALGER EISS, who was attempting to locate 
him at his home in Virginia. SHAPIRO advised him that he was most anxious 
to speak with him. However, WADLEIGH advised t hat he would have nothing to 
eay to representatives of HISS on advice of his attorney. WADLEIGH stated 
that SHAPIRO desired to know the exact date upon which he left for TURKEY 
in 1938. SHAPIRO said to him that it was very important that he determine 
this date and it would have a great deal to do with the life cf ALGER HISS. 
WADLEIGH also stated that he ha% not been contacted, since the above occasion 
by representatives of ALGER HISS. He stated that he had submitted the. above 
information concerning SHAPIRO to the Washington Division. 

WADLEIGH indicated that he was somewhat upset by the insinuations 
by the defense that he might have taken the KISS documents from the State 
Department. He r marked that this would hav'e been rather impossible because 
any such unauthorized removal of the documents for a period of time would 
certainly be noticed in view of the control maintained over such documents 
by the State Department.

On June 28, 1949, I advised &r. H. B. Fletcher of the Btjj aajQMt: 
the government attorneys had informed that SA Lish Whitson is a necessary 
witness for the government in this case and his presence is desired in 
New York on Thursday morning, June Jfoth. I explained that the testimony of 
Whitson is wanted in rebuttal inoonnection with the testimony brought out 
on the cross-examination of HlS^regarding HISS's interview by Assistant 
Director D. M. Ladd, as reflected in the Bureau memorandum dated March 25, 
1946.

/'^■Testimony at.' the trial of instant case has indicated that RAYMOND 
CATLET'JV'took the Woodstock typewriter to a typewriter repair company in the 
vicinity of Connecticut and K Street. Testimony has been introduced to the 
effect that a typewriter company was located at the corner of K and Connecticut 
on the second floor and this company started business September 1, 1938. 
CATLETT’s testimony indicates that he went to a typewriter store that was on 
the ground floor. Investigation 'has indicated that the Woodstock Typewriter 
Company, from May 1 to approximately September 1, 1938 occupied the ground 
floor of a building at 1528 K Street, N. W. This morning Washington Field 
office was directed to communicate with WALTER.- N. HEEBA^ice president of 
the TYLER & RUTHERFORD REAL ESTATE COMPANYpreque sting his appearance in New 
York at 10:00 am July 5 next, with the records of the rental space to the 
Woodstock Typewriter Company. This afternoon, Washington Field has advised 
that HEEB is in New York City in response to* a subpoena from the HISS 
attorneys. It is believed that this is a tactical move on the part of the 
HISS attorneys tb' prevent the government from using this individual as a witness 
to establish the rental to the Woodstock Typewriter Company of space from 
May to September, 1936, which would be advantageous to the government’s case. 

It has been suggested that efforts be -made to locate other records that might 
substantiate the lease of the premises 'at 1528 K Street. 



The Woodstock Typewriter Company headquarters are in Chicago, 
Illinois, and it is requested tha€ this company be contacted in an effort to 
determine if they have on file the lease showing the rental of space at 
1528 K Street. If these records are not available at Chicago but are in some 
other city, the location should be obtained and the necessary leads sent out 
by telephone to obtain them prior to 10:00 am July 5* In the event the 
headquarters of the Woodstock Typewriter Company in Chicago have a list of 
the personnel who worked at 1528 K Street from May to September, the identities 
of these persons and their addiesses should be forwarded to the New York 
and Washington Field offices with specific requests that these persons be 
interviewed to determine whether they can recall that the Woodstock Typewriter 
Company actually was located at 1528 K Street from May to September, 1938.

On., June 29, 1949, AUSA Murphy requested that former Secretary of 
State Byrne s^-be interviewed in connection with the testimony given by ALGER HISS"' 
the previous day relative to Byrnes* request that HISS see the FBI in connection 
with Communist accusations made against him, HISS. 

ASAC Whelan requested that the writer make this telephone call. There- 
after the writer talked with ASAC Noel Wright at the Savannah Office and advised 
him that the Government prosecutors were desirous of having Mr. Byrnes inter- 
viewed at his residence, Isle of Palms, Georgia, in connection with his recol- 
lection of a conversation had between Byrnes and AIGER HISS in connection with 
the latter's interview with the FBI on March ,25, 1946, 



On the evening of June 29, 1949, a teletype was received from the 
Savannah Office reflecting the interview had with Mr. Byrnes on that date. 

Mr. i*urphy was advised of the contents of this teletype and he suggested that 
the Savannah Office immediately telephonically communicate with Mr. Byrnes and 
ask him whether he would appear as a Government' witness on Friday or Tuesday 
next, whichever would be most convenient for him, and Jt hat he would be given a 
subpoena upon his arrival in New York 'City. 



By teletype June 29, 1^49, the Savannah Office advised that Byrnes 
had been contacted and that he had indicated he did not believe his testimony 
would be of benefit to the Government after cross examination by the defense. 

He advised that the HISS attorneys had written to him asking him to be a wit- 
ness in this case, but ha had purposely not answered these letters. He sug- 
gested that Mr. Murphy telephonically communicate with him at his residence, 
telephone number Charleston 29-5128, in order that he, Byrnes, could- make his 
position clear with Mr. Murphy. Mr. Murphy was advised of this latest develop- 
ment on the morning of June 30, and he stated that he would call Mr, Byrnes 
some time today.
